Pbtbified  Buffalo. — This  extraordinary  curiosity  was 
discovered  about  two  years  since,  by  a  party  of  trappers,  be¬ 
longing  to  Captain  Rent’s  company,  lying  on  the  side  of  one 
of  the  beaver  dams  of  the  Rio  (grande  of  the  north,  (a  stream 
emptying  itself  into  the  gulf  of  California,)  whose  waters, 
it  is  aaid,  possess  the  petrifying  qualities,  in  an  eminent  de¬ 
gree,  its  shores  abounding  in  specimens  of  animal  and  vege¬ 
table  productions  in  a  petrified  state.  The  petrified  buffalo  ' 
is  described  by  those  who  have  seen  it,  to  be  as  perfect  in  its 
petrifaction  as  when  living,  with  the  exception  of  a  hole  in 
one  of  its  sides,  aliout  four  inches  in  diameter,  around  which 
the  hair  has  been  worn  off,  probably  by  the  friction  of  the 
water,  in  which  it  must  have  laid  for  ages  past,  to  have  pro¬ 
duced  such  a  phenomenon.  The  hair  on  the  hump  of  the 
shouidera,  neck,  forehead,  and  tail,  though  converted  into 
almost  a  smooth  surface,  may  be  easily  discerned.  The 
horns,  eyes,  nostrils,  mouth  and  legs,  are  as  perfect  in  the 
stone  as  in  their  pristine  state. 

The  country  in  which  this  rare  specimen  was  found,  is 
inhabited  by  the  Esteaux,  a  roving  tribe  of  savages,  who  sub¬ 
sist,  a  great  portion  of  their  lives,  on  insects,  snakes,  toads, 
roots,  <5te.  This  tribe  being  particularly  hostile  to  the 
whites,  renders  the  acquisition  of  this  curiosity  not  a  little 
hazardous  ;  notwithstanding  this  and  many  other  difficulties 
to  be  surmounted,  such  as  distance,  expense,  &,c.,  our  enter¬ 
prising  citizen,  Capt.  Charles  Rent,  contemplates  procuring 
and  bringing  it  into  the  United  States  with  him  during  the 
ensuing  season.

Reverses  OF  Fortune. — The  U.  S.  Marshal,  who  has 
juet  completed  the  census  of  Cincinnati,  mentions  these 
incidents  : 

I  met  a  man  who  had  mined  himself  by  intemperance, 
and  was  subeiating  on  charity,  that  I  knew  in  Pittsburgh  in 
the  year  1815,  owner  of  a  fine  property  and  store,  worth 
$50,000  at  that  time.  The  property  alone,  I  have  no  doubt, 
would  since  have  brought  $150,000. 

I  have  found  in  the  person  of  a  day  lalrorer  in  one  of  our 
foundries,  a  man  who  had  once  owned  a  large  iron  estab¬ 
lishment  in  Scotland,  on  the  Carron  side.  He  had  become 
involved  with  others,  and  rendered  thereby  insolvent.  My 
•ympatbies  were  the  more  strongly  excited  here  from  the 
aimple  dignity,  which  forbore  repining  or  complaint,  the 
family  manifested  in  the  case. 

I  found  also  the  widow  of  a  distinguished  professor  in  an 
Eutem  college,  who  was  at  the  time  eating  her  humble 
anpper  with  her  daughter,  under  such  circumstances  of  pen¬ 
ury,  that  theix  very  table  was  formed  of  a  board  laid  across 
an  old  barrel ! 

I  have  found  in  the  city  two  cases  of  disparity  of  age  be¬ 
tween  the  oldest  and  youngest  brother,  worthy  of  notice. — 
In  one  instance  the  oldest  brother  was  69,  and  the  youngest 
25.  In  the  other  when  the  father  was  living,  and  aged  73 
yean,  one  brother  was  46  and  the  other  2. — Jour.  Com.

sordid  undertaking.  And  the  more  fully  conscious 
he  was  that  he  was  in  the  wrong,  the  more  would  his 
malignity  have  been  excited.  We  can  better  bear  the 
injuries  which  others  inflict  upon  us  than  the  conscious¬ 
ness  that  it  is  our  own  dishonorable  conduct  which  has 
involved  us  in  difficulties.  He  immediately  would  have 
adopted  retaliatory  measures,  and  cither  have  thrust 
his  bar  through  the  opposing  wall,  or  have  contrived 
some  other  scheme  by  which  he  might  annoy  his  adver¬ 
sary.  Provocations  and  retaliations  would  have  ensu¬ 
ed  in  rapid  succession.  A  family  ft  ud  would  probably 
have  been  at  once  enkindled,  extending  to  the  children 
as  well  as  to  the  parents  which  might  never  have  been 
extinguished.

Morals  of  Hamburg. — Mr.  Msclay,  one  of  the  Baptist 
deputation  sent  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Oncken,  says  of  this  Viity  * 
“  It  is  well  known  that  there  are  eeveral  valuable  literary  and 
benevolent  institutions  in  it.  But  the  Babbsth  is  awfully 
profaned.  There  are  probably  not  less  than  one  cr  two  hnn- 
dred  houses  opened  for  dancing  on  every  Sabbath  afternoon 
and  evening.  The  theatres  are  also  opened  and  frequented 
by  all  classes,  for  purposes  of  carousal,  and  all  kinds  of 
immenlity.  There  are  about  five  thousand  prostitutes  who 
are  publicly  licensed  by  the  police,  and  who  pay  into  tl^ 
treasury  #  dollar  per  month  for  this  license.  A  member  of 
the  Senate  is  always  at  the  head  of  the  police,  this  office 
being  held  by  them  in  rotation.  The  clergy  are  paid  out  of 
the  public  treasury.  Under  the  administration  of  one  of  the 
Senat#rs  who  was  at  the  head  of  the  police,  the  rule  was 
adopt^  to  refuse  a  Keensa  to  any  one  till  ahe  had  received 
confirmation  in  the  church,  the  usual  ceremony  fur  admit¬ 
ting  membeis.  Mothers  have  been  known  to  go  with  tbeir 
daughters  to  church  to  see  them  confirmed,  and  then  to  go 
directly  to  the  police  office  to  have  their  names  registered 
ee  public  prostitutet.  Fathers  have  been  known  to  give 
'^r  consent  to  have  tbeir  daughters  enter  on  this  course.
